Claims 17-21 and 25 have been canceled by the examiner as being drawn to 
non-elected species of the Invention (the applicant had previously elected Species 2, 
without traverse, and subspecies 2A and B18. Claims 1 and 22 were previously 
deemed by the applicant to be generic to the elected Species 2). 

Previously withdrawn claims 2, 3, 8-16, 24 and 29-33 have been rejoined at 
allowance.
